“an estimated 6 to 10 percent of the 
American population is either lesbian, 
gay, OF bisexual. This is one of the issues 
that were brought up last Wednesday, 
Feb. 19 when the Social Action Theatre 
croup held a program in Jansen Music 
Hall titled “When Sex Is Good.” 

Three different scenarios were pre- 
sented dealing with issues the students at 
Clarke find of importance to them. The 
first scenario dealt with heterosexuality 
and date rape, the second with homosex- 
uality, and the third with talking about 
preparing for sex. 

The main goal of the performance was 
to “open the students’ minds to these 
issues,” said Gregg Tranowski, one of the 
student leaders. 

After the show a discussion was held 
so students could voice their opinions. A 
few students brought up whether it was 
the male or female’s responsibility for the 
consequences of sex. 

“Tt takes two people to have sex,” said 
one member of the audience. “Therefore 
both of the people involved are responsible.” 

Some time was also spent discussing 
the issue of homosexuality after the show. 
It seemed to be agreed on by most people 
that being lesbian, gay, or bisexual is 
accepted. 

Under the student direction of Nicole 
Ames, Jason Mueller, and Gregg 
Tranowski, and faculty adviser Bud 
Edwards, the Social Action Theatre 
makes up its own skits to fit Clarke’s 
needs. 

“We try to present students with 
another way of looking at these issues 
involving sexuality,” said Ames, pertain- 


ing to the performance 
last Wednesday night. 

“Another goal is to 
make students aware 
of the issues that are 
affecting our genera- 
tion,” Tranowski said. 

The estimated 25 
students in Social 
Action Theatre felt 
this type of program 
would be very benefi- 
cial at a Catholic col- 
lege such as Clarke. 

“Even though 
many of the issues 
may be against 
Catholicism, they still 
take place at Clarke 
and should be brought 
out into the open,” 
Tranowski said. “We 
deal with issues such 
as homosexuality 
every day here.” 

Ames said the goal 
of the presentation 
was to “incorporate 
both heterosexuality 
and homosexuality 
into the show along 
with the idea of 
preparing for sex. We 
feel we met these 
goals.” 

Another goal was to stress to students 
that there is more than just pregnancy 
involved with sex these days. 

“Students must realize their actions 
have consequences,” Tranowski said.
